Gov. Folk gave exiled Missourians in New York several! 
pithy and pregnant sentimenta—sentiments drawn from His 
own actual experience, which he has repeated frequently in the 
courtroom and on the stump, but which he has now crystallized 


into striking political epigrams. He defined the

“Missouri 


“The idea that citizenship in a free country implies a. civic 
obligation to enforce the performance of every public trust by 
holding every public official to strict accountability before en- 
lightened public opinion for all officia] acts.” 

“The Treason of. Peace” is a striking phrase which he used in 
the following sentence on bribery: 

“It has not been very long since bribery was looked upon as 
somewhat conventional. Now it is regarded as a crime akin to 
treason—the treason of peace, more dangerous than the treason 
of war.” 

Urging the enforcement of al] laws, 
bad laws are repealed, Gov. Folk said: 

“Disrespect for one law breeds disrespect for all laws.” 

“The Patriotism of Peace” 
another excellent epigram: 


“There are many who thrill with patriotic fervor at the thought 
of going to war and risking their lives for their country, but 
who forget to vote on election day. The patriotism of peace is 
just as necessary as the patriotism of war.” 

Tracing bad government to the neglect of their civic duties 
by the people, the Governor summarized the cause in one sen- 
tence: 

“The government never neglects the people unless the people 
first neglect the government.” 

These sentiments go to the root of governmental evil—cor- 
incompetence, extravagance, oppression, dangerous 
tendencies. They are applicable to municipal, state and na- 
tional politics. St. Louisans now may find in them a pertinent 
exhortation to assure good government in the city by a con- 
scientious performance of their duty in the approaching elec- 
tion. 

At this time, when strident voices in high places are divert- 
ing the public mind from great internal evils and problems to 
thoughts of war and opportunities for imperial expansion, it 
is well that this calm, strong voice from the West is insisting 
upon the patriotism of peace and the performance of the civic 
duties of citizenship.

He is likely 
to win with a knockout, but if he doesn't 
he'll have such a lead in the fighting that 
he will take the decision.”’ 

So said Frank Erne yesterday afternoon 
when TI asked for his opinion of White as a 
fighter. I knew that Erne, on his many 
trips abroad, had often seen White perform 
in the ring, and that he would have a bet- 
ter line on the Englishman's ability than 
any other American. 

“My first experience with White,” Erne 
continued, “‘was about five vears ago. I 
was with Mike Sears of Bosten, who was 
fighting in England at that time, and I 
seconded him in his battle with White. 

“Sears was a strong, sturdy fighter. He 
was pretty clever, and he could take a 
beating and give one. When he fought 
White he was in the finest kind of condi- 
tion, and I expected to see him walk away 
with the Englishman. 

“What White did to him was a shame. |! 
never saw another man get such a beating 
in a ring. White was as cool as ice. Sears 
tore at him time and again, but Jabez 
punched right and left, knocked him down 
about as fast as he could get up, and had 
him so bad in the twelfth that the fight had 
to be stopped. Sears was a fearful sight. 
After the fight he couldn't get out of his 
chair without assistance. 

“Then White fight Jim Curran, 
the dle weight. Curran was a clever 
fellow, a champion tn the training quarters. 


He was a dangerous puncher, too. In the 
first round White walked up to him delfb- 
erately and, - with one of the first blows 
struck, knocked Curran down and broke 
his nose. He punched the big fellow all 
over the ring through. the first round. 
Curran wanted to quit when the bell rang 
for the second round, but Tommy West, 
who was in his corner, pushed him to his 
feet and made him go out. West threat- 
ened to beat Curran to death if he diin't 
go on and fight, and he knew Tommy 
would do it. 


Curran Took Beating. 

‘That fight was as bad as the 
affair. Curran took a terrible beating 
round after round. Charlie Mitchell told 
White to let up for fear of killing him, 
as he had the decision well in hand. When 
the referee called it a draw at the end 
of the 20th round it was a surprise 
to everyone in the house, as White won 
by a mile. He wasn't hit af ali and he 
hammered Curran to a pulp. 

‘ver since Britt beat me in San Fran- 
claco I have thought him one of the great- 
est lightweights in the ring. I had a good 
sample of his quality. When he was about 
to fight “Young Corbett’ the first time I 
gave the Post-Dispatch a siatement to 
the effect that I thought Jimmy would 
beat “‘orbett’ in 20 rounds, and that was 
published. At that time almost everybody 
thought Britt was an easy mark for ‘Cor- 
bett.’ I thought Britt would beat Nelson, 
and would beat Gans at 133 pounds, al- 
though he couldn't do the trick at 156. 

“But I haven't a doubt that Jabez White 
will whip him. I was sorry when I heard 
that White was coming over here, for I 
like Britt, and I have had it in my mind 
for a long time that White was the one 
lightweight who could get away with him. 
Then Britt is an American, and I would 
hate to see him trimmed. 


White Cool in a Ring. 

“White is exactly the kind of a fighter 
to beat him. He is the coolest thing 
in a ring. The ice ®™ the water bucket 
isn't a clroumstance to him. Britt is 
high strung and nervous. Except for 
that he would have knocked out Gans, 
He gets excited when fighting at top 
speed and is likely to get wild.
